ORDINANCE No. XV of 1950 

An Ordinance to provide tor exempting from taxes on income a 
portion of the salaries of certain persons who have in the 
public interest volunteered to forego it. 

w HEREAS Parliament is not in session and the President is satisfied 
that circumstances exist which lender it necessary for him to take imme- 
diate action, 

Now, therefore, in excicise of the powers conferred by clause (1) 0^ 
article 123 of the Constitution, the President is pleased to promulgate the 
following Ordinance — 

1. Short title and commencement. — ( 1 ) This Ordinance may be called 
the Voluntary Surrender of Salanes (Exemption from Taxation) Ordi- 
nance, 1950. 

(2) It shall come into force at once 

2. Exemption from taxes on Income In respect of salaries surrendered 
by certain persons. — (1) Notwithstanding anything contained in the 
Indian Income-tax Act, 1922 (XI of 1922), or in any other law for the time 
being in force relating to taxation on in ome, no income-tax or super-taA 
shall be payable by any person specified m sub-section (2) of this section 
m respect of that pait of the salary due to him under law for any period 
after the 31st day of October 1949, which that person has, by declaration 
m writing, volunteered to f 01 ego m the public interest, and that part of 
the salary shall not be included in his total income for the purposes 01 any 
law relating to taxation on income 

(2) The persons referred to m sub-section (I) are- 

la) the President of India, 

(b) the Ministers, Ministers of State and Deputy Ministers of 
the Dominion or of the Union, 

(c) Ihe President of the Dominion Legislature, 

(d) the Speaker and Deputy Speaker of the Dominion Legislature 
or of Parliament ; 

(e) the Judges of the Federal Court or of the Supreme Court • 

(I) Ihe Auditor-General of India or the Comptroller and Auditor- 
General of India ; 
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(g) the Governors of Provinces or of Part A States; 

(h) the Ministers and Deputy Ministers of States ; 

(i) the Speakers and Deputy Speakers of the Legislative Assem 
Mies of States ; 

(j) the Chairmen and Deputy Chairmen of the Legislative 
Councils of States ; 

( k ) the Judges of the High Courts for Governors' Provinces or 
for Part A States.

— (7) If immediately before the commencement 
this Ordinance, theie is in force m hny of the Part B States any law correspom 
ing to flip Cantonments (House Accommodation) Act, 1923 (VJ oi 1923) I 
the Cantonments Act, 1924 (II of 1921b such corresponding law is hefel 
lepeaJed.
